Recent French visitors to Peking 
and Moscow have collected a list of 
Russian complaints against Chinese 
policy: That the Chinese allied with 
reactionaries in Bangladesh against 
the People's struggle for indep- 
endence. That China seeks to main- 
tain a U.S. nuclear umbrella in the 
Far East. That China favors the pol- 
icing of the Mediterranean by the 
countries of the Mediterranean 
litoral， And that China seeks to 
bring about “peculiar military-- 
political groupings” of several 
Southeast Asian states.
